THE  NEED  OF  HOUSES  OF 
WORSHIP  AMONG  THE 
GERMANS  IN 
MISSOURI.

The  Germans  a»e  a steady,  «ter- 
getie,  eeonmical  people.  They  are 
hardly  as  aggree-ive  as  the  English 
speaking  people,  but  they  usually 
manage  to  retain  all  they  acquire. 

Religiously,  moat  of  the  Germans 
who  come  to  this  country  are  either 
li-iman  Catholhw  or  Lutherans.  The 
great  cardinal  principle  of  faith  in 
Christ,  for  which  Martin  I.uthar  so 
earnestly  contended,  does  not  seem 
to  characterize  the  present  genera- 
tion ot  German  Lutherans.  They  are 
largely  formalists  in  religion. 

The  German^  have  brought  to  this 
country  all  thdir  Continental  notions 
atsmt  churches,  the  Sabiiath,  beer* 
drinking,  etc.  Asa  rule,  the  entire 
German  population  go  to  church  in 
Ihe  morning,  but  go  to  the  parks, 
lieer-gartk'na,  theatres  and  places  of 
amusement  in  the  afternoon  and 
ivenings.  t^is  custom  almost 
universally  prevails  both  in  father- 
land  and  this  country  among  the 
Catholic  and  l.utberan  population. 
But  many  of  these  Germans  are 
Infidels  and  Communists,  who  “(ear 

nof  CioU,  uof  regsrtl  him ti. " Th«>y 
have  no  respect  for  the  Jaws  of  God, 
or  for  (he  laws  of  this  ^country.  The 
Hay  Market  Riot  in  Chicago  was 
the  natural  outgrowth  of  these 
cherished  principles. 

Hence  the  ((ungodly  Germans  of 
cur  country  are  a constant  menace  to 
our  Christian  civilization;  and  the 
prosjiect  seems  to  he  that  uultos  we 
can  Americanize  and  Christianize 
them,  they  will  Germanize  and 
atheize  us;  destroy  our  government, 
and  all  that  we  hold  moet  dear  aud 
sacred. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  about 
■sDJjdO  Germans  in  Missouri— more 
than  one-fourth  oi  our  entiie  {copula- 
tion. And  they  are  increasing  at  a 
rapid  rate.  They  occupy  many  of 
the  richest  and  fairest  parts  of  the 
State, 

When  regenerated  by  the  Spirit  ot 
Uod,  the  Germans  become  the  most 
consecrated,  liberal,  aggressive  Chris- 
tians. They  far  excel  our  American 
Christians  in  these  essential  partic- 
ulars. 1 have  often  been  delighted 
at  their  lita-rality  to  the  cause  of 
Christ.  Wesley's  motto:  “Make  all 
you  can,save  all  you  can  vnd  give  all 
you  can,"  -«ems  to  have  Imen  fully 
adopted  by  them. 

To  illustrate  how  whole-souled  and 
/caiousour  German  brethren  are  in 
*he  pursuit  of  spiritual  and  divine 
things;  they  tan  noi  see  how  any 
Christian  can  spare  any  time  or 
money  in  Iw.king  after  or  attending 
upon  any  purely  worldly  society, 
or  human  organization.  They  say 
the  church  iff  Uod  demauds  all  our 
tcest  thoughts,  our  brat  energies  and 
talents  and  every  dollar  we  can  give. 
Hence  they  are  opposed  to  all  Secret
